Weston stresses that while re­ 
ports of game law violations dis­ 
turb sportsmen, that citizens are;

game law with no strain on their 
conscience.*’ 


He pleads for application of the 
same reaction to ordinary crime 
to game law violations since kill­ 
ing deer out of season is just as 
much a violation of the law as is 
burglary, for all laws are adopted 
in the interest of protecting the 
rights of all citizens.” He recom­ 
mends wider use of citizen-war­ 
den teams, so successfully used in 
the San Antonio area.
